ORT DE FRANCE, May 16.—- [Ex- 

clusive Dispatch] As the work of 

repairing the cables broken by the 
volcanic forces proceeds, it is gradually 
being recognized that the whole of the 
Caribbean Sea must be recharted. The 
French cable repairing staff, which 
is hard et work night and day, re- 
ports from time to time the changes 
revealed by its soundifigs in deep 
water. The bottom of the Caribbean 
thas altered to such an extent as to 
be unrecognizable. 

The changes in sea levels are not 
confined to the immediate center of 
voleanic activity, but extendas far 
north as Porto Rico, and it is even 
believed that the seismic wave will be 
found to have altered the ocean bed 
round Jamaica. 

Very serious transformations are go- 
ing on in the vicinity of St. Vincent, 
where a considerable part of the north 
end of the island has slid into the sea, 
leaving a wide inlet in place of the 
former flourishing estate of Walibou.

LOOTERS AT WORK. 

The looters are still at work among 
the ruins of St. Pierre. The police are 
not yet able to cope with the situa- 
tion, but are doing their best, several 
of them having been severely wounded 
in fights with the robbers of the dead 
and safe-breaking gangs. 

Forty more looters who were caught, 
arrived in Fort de France today.

URNING BODIES OF 
MEN AND CATTLE.

NEW YORK, May 16.—([Exclusive 
Dispatch.} The Sun's correspondent at 
Fort de France cables aa follows: 

“The officials are now burning the 
bodies of men and cattle by covering 
them with wood and saturating them 
with kerosene. On the south side of 
St. Pierre, near Carbet, many houses 
and huts were only partially destroyed. 
They have now been set on fire by gen- 
darmes in order to consume the corpses 
inside. 

“Your ent went to Anse 
Latouche to attend the interment of 
Mies Paravicino, daughter of the Ital- 
lan Consul. The scene was pathetic. 
Three bodies were interred in the same 
grave, in a garden. In digging the 
grave it was found that the ashes here 
covered the ground to a depth of five 
inches. Notwithstanding everything 
that hae occurred, the banana trees are 
showing green leaves, and a maln 
quantity of grass is bursting through 
the ashes. Men were engaged in all di- 
rections in burning’ the bodies. What 
remained of outhouses and laborers’ 
cottages was all aflame. The heavy 
smoke and the extreme heat of the sun 
and flames combined was very trying. 

MANY BURNING CORPSES. 

“At 1 o'clock your correspondent pro- 
ceeded on foot from Latouche to St. 
Pierre. Several bodies being burned 
were passed on the roadside. Among 


the streets near by. 
Pierre was almost impassable, even to 
one afoot. It was filled with the 
trunks of trees, and general wreckage 
hurled from the hillside, and the ashes 
were very deep. The entire hillside 
looked dangerous. It appears as though 
might entirely collapse. 
BODIES PETRIFIED. 
“From a careful inspection of a dead 
horse and rider it was apparent their 
limbs became rigid the moment they 
tell. The man's left leg was in the air 
as though t had become stiff while 
he was in the act of falling. There 
was another corpse under the horse, 
showing only a portion of one arm. 
There was little odor perceptible. This 
is due to the fact that all exposed parts 
of the bodies are hard and dry. They

OPENING OF ROYAL FETES IN 
HONOR OF CORONATION. 


Madrid in Holiday Attire Forgets Loss 
of Empire and Looks Forward With 
Hope That New Reign May Restore 
Glories of the Past.

MADRID, May 16.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch,] The private functions at the 
palace today on the eve of the open- 
ing of the royal fetes, illustrated the 
refinement of Spanish etiquette. The 
Duke of Connaught, as a prince of the 
royal house of England, was the guest 
of the King in the palace. He was not 
received in the throne room as an or- 
dinary ambassador, but less formally 


in the large audience room by the 
King, the Prin of the Asturias and 
court officials. 


The Duke and his staff were ushered 
into the apartment with little cere- 
mony. The King was approached with 
three low bows from every member of 
the embassy and the Duke, after read- 
ing a short address from King Edward 
VII. conferred the insignia of the Or- 
der of the Garter. The sash was fast- 
ened about the King, the star attached 
to his breast, and the garter buckled 
around his leg. The King read an ad- 
dress and compliments were exchanged 
all around.

The banquet this evening was a 
stately affair, an honor of special dis 
tinction owing to the friendship of the 
Queen Regent.

Clusive Dispatch.] Advices received 
here today state that Joseph McDon- 
ald, superintendent of the Treadwell 
mines on Douglas Island, shot and 
killed Nicholas Jones at the mines last 


Jones was a religious fanatic, and 
had worked himself into a state of wild 
excitement, evinced in wrath directed 
against McDonald, on the ground that 
the superintendent of the mines would 
not obey the dictates of God as mani- 
fested through Jones. 


The two men came together, and the 
action was as quick as in the days 
when McDonald first became well 
known in Butte's great mining camp. 
Four sharp whip-like reports eounded 
on the cool morning air, and Jones fell 
to the ground with four bullets in his 
body. McDorald stood uninjured. Jones 
did not even get time to fire one shot. 

The Coroner's jury investigated the 
shooting and during the hearing it de- 
veloped that Jones had been looking 
for McDonald with a revolver. It wae 
Jones's fanatical assertion that God 
had instructed him to make McDonald 
close the mines on Sunday. 

The report does not state that Mc- 
Donald had any opportunity to refuse 
Jones's demand. McDonald was away 
at the time Jones started on his ram- 
page. On his return he was warned. 
Jones was waiting for him at the mine, 
and said: Four time has come.” That 
was the signal for McDonald's revolver 
to speak, and Jones fell mortally 
wounded. The jury exonerated Mc- 
Donald.

EXPORT DUTY ON GOLD. 


TAKES PLACE OF ROYALTY. | 
(mY DIRECT WIKF TO THE TIMES.) 

SEATTLE, May 16.—({Exclusive Dis- 
patch] A Dawson special says the 
purpose of the government to change 
from the imposition of royalty to the 
collection of export duty on gold dust 
is demonstrated by the publication of 
a notice in official papers over the 
signature of Comptroller Lithgow. The 
notice is printed in anticipation of the 
change, and states that fact in 80 
many words.

“Persons desiring to export gold are 
hereby notified to apply to Comp- 
troller for free certificates for export 
of the same, which will be granted on 
satisfactory proof that the royalty 
hsa been paid, and upon the gold be- 
ing boxed and sealed. This notice is 
given as it is in contemplation to 
change the method of collecting the 
royalty, and neglect to obtain a cer- 
tificate may render the gold able to 
pay a second tax.”

SALT LAKE (Utah) May 16.—Over

GOING TO CORONATION. 
PARTY OF AUSTRALIANS.

VICTORIA (B. C.) May 16.—Another 
contingent from Australia, going to 
London to attend the coronation of 
King Edward VII arrived on the 
steamship Miowera today.

News has been received in Brisbane 
of the massacre of Mrs. Wolffe, the 
wife of the Rev. Hedwig Wolffe, and 
her infant by the natives at Papara- 
tava. During the brief absence of her 
husband from the house, a number of 
natives made their appearance and 
murdered her and her child with their 
axes. Miss Coe, a visitor, who was also 
in the house, fled to the kitchen where 
a native cook held the natives at bay 
with threats. After their departure 
they made their escape h the 
bush to the mission station at Taka- 
boul. 

The pursuit of the guilty tribe was 
energetically carried out. All the plan- 
tations of the district were destroyed 
in the neighborhood of Paparatava, 
which was cleared of natives, There 
were about twenty natives killed and 
ten captured by the police troop.

After the Prisoners Had Been Taken 

Before the Extradition Commissioner

MONTREAL, May 16.—Gaynor and 
Greene have been remanded until Mon- 
ald McMaster, who resents

Several of the detectives, in-

The two prisoners talked but little 
about their arrest to the guards, but 
Col, Gaynor said the trip was quite 
exciting, but it was pretty cold. 
Later, while the Quebec high con- 
stable wag looking for Chief Carpen- 
ter to serve him with writs of habeas 
corpus, the prisoners, with a detect- 
ive, left the hotel, ostensibly for a 
walk, but were taken to the residence 
of Judge Lafontain, the extradition 
commissioner, who issued the war- 
rants, and were there formally ar- 
raigned. The prisoners were remanded 
for trial until Monday, the 19th, with- 
out bail. 

The officers with the prisoners then 
returned to their hotel, where they 
will remain. After the action of 
Judge Lafontain Detective Carpenter 
permitted the Quebec officers to serve 
the habeas corpus papers on him.

HOUSE ROUTINE. 

Before proceeding with the Naval 
Bill, the House passed the bill turning 
over to Porto Rico all the public lands 
of the island ceded to the United 
States by Spain, except sites desig- 
nated by the President within one year 
for naval and coaling stations, mili- 
tary posts and other United States pur- 


poses. 

After some discussion the bill re- 
ported by Mr. McCall from the Ways 
and Means Committee, refunding the 
tax on legacies. paid under the war- 
revenue act by religious, charitable, 
art and educational institutions, was 


passed. 

The conferenee report on the Omni- 
bus Claims Bill caused another lengthy 
discussion.

DRY-LAND SAILORS. 

Mr. Cannon called attention to the 
numerous naval establishments cen- 
tered at Newport—the war college, the 
training station and the torpedo sta- 
tion—and asked with some irony if the 
duty of the officers at these posts was 
not chiefly during the hot summer sea- 
son. 

Although he admired our navy and 
supported the building of new ships, 
Mr. Cannon said one of the dangers of 
our navy was in the fact that one- 
third of the 1700 officers were not on 
salt water, but on dry land. 

Mr. Hepburn of lowa also com- 
mented on the large number of naval 
officers on shore duty, many of them 
enjoying snug and comfortable berths 
after comparatively brief sea service. 
He believed there must be something 
wrong about the system at the naval 
academy, with about one officer for 
every four cadets. If this number of 
officers, in addition to instructors, was 
necessary, he did not object, but if it 
came from a desire to provide com- 
fortable berths for these gentlemen, 
then it should be stopped. 

Mr. Williams of Mississipp! asked 
who would deprive naval officers from 
securing everlasting renown by “stay- 
ing ashore and deftly pulling the

OLD STRAW THRASHED OVER.

CIVIL GOVERNOR OF LEYTE IS

Declares That the Soldiers Have Dis-

WASHINGTON, May 16.—The Sec- 
retary of War has transmitted to the 
Senate Committee on the Philippines 
a report made by Capt. J. H. Grant,

NEW YORK, May 16.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch. ] The World's correspond- 
ent at Fort de France cables as fol- 
lows: 

1 have just returned from an ex- 
tensive trip across the northern end 
of the island of Martinique. Reports 
of destruction outside of St. Pierre 
and its immediate vicinity have been 
greatiy exaggerated. The relief busi- 
mess is being greatly overdone. The 
people of Martinique do not want 
such quantities of supplies as the 
cable of May 13 says are contemplated. 
I assure’ you that if the relief move- 


If you will consult the 
Officials of the Department of State 
and other department officials in 
Washington, I think they will bear 
me o@ in this, for they are now in 
possession of official cabjes forwarded 
from this place telling what is needed 
and what is equally important, what 
is not needed. 
ALARM SUBSIDING. 

“Most of the sufferers and all the 
dead are confined to one small part of 
the island. I saw where the greatest 
amount of destitution exists, and at 
Morne Rouge, about six kilometers 
from St. Pierre, I distributed a few 
hundred dollars. The French bishop 
was very grateful and blessed us with 
fervor. 

“I was forty odd hours on the tri 
When I started out I met many — 7 
gees making their way toward Fort de 
France. Last night, on my way back, 
I saw a great many of the same people 
returning to their homes. The alarm 
has quieted down very much. Pelee, 
while still smoking. has not shown any 
sign of renewed activity within the past 
twenty-four hours, and M. Cleric, with 
whom I made the trip through the 
northern part of the island, has ex- 
pressed his irtention to visit the crater 
in the morning, if conditions continue 
favorable. 

“There were two small eruptions on 

Wednesday, but the idea is general 
now that the danger has been greatly 
lessened. On the sugar estates grind- 
ing has been resumed, thus offering 
labor to many people. Except for the 
fact that St. Pierre has been entirely 
destroyed by fire, the eruption of Mont 
Pelee would be of minor importance 
in the world’s news, for not more 
than one-fifth of the island has been 
affecte4. 
„In nearly all the districts I visited 
nothing more than showers of ashes 
have fallen. The ashes have destroyed 
vegetation, thus leaving animal life to 
starve, but those conditions do not ex- 
ist in by far the greater part of the 
island. 
EMPHATIC WARNING. 

“I feel that I cannot be too emphatic 
in warning the people of the United 
States against overdoing the sending 
of relief in the shape of money and 
supplies. I was in Porto Rico during 
and after the hurricane of 1899, and 1 
know how the over-generosity of those 
sending relief to the sufferers there 
worked much harm, destroying self-de- 
pendence and pauperizing thousands. 

game conditions obtain here, and 
it would be a great calamity to those 
people to let them live for months on 
charity, as many of them would pe only 
too willing to do. In all parts of the 
country except the burned district im- 
mediately surrcunding St. Pierre I did 
not see the elightest sign of destitu- 
tion. People were working as usual, 
and the country wore a smiling aspect 
today.

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GREATER THAN THAT OF THE 
ISLAND OF MARTINIQUE.

Wider Extent of Territory Ruined by 

La Soufriere Than by Mont Pelee, 

but Loss of Life is not So Appalling. 

Nothing Green Can Be Seen. 


{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.)} 
KINGSTOWN (island of St. Vin- 
vent.) (Thursday afternoon,) May 15.— 
[By West Indian Cable. Delayed in 
Transmission] A correspondent of 
the Associated Press has just returned 
here from a visit on horseback to the 
devastated district of this island, dur- 
ing which he traveled fifty miles and 
penetrated to within five miles of the 
Soufriere crater. The ash-covered area 
of St. Vincent exceeds that of Mar- 
tinique, which the correspondent has 
also explored. The most conservative 
estimates of the death rate here now 
places the number at 1700. About 1300 
bodies already have been interred. 
The entire northern part of the island 
is covered with ashes to an average 
depth of eighteen inches, varying from 
a thin layer at Kingstown, to two feet 
or more at Georgetown. The crops 
are ruined, nothi green can be seen. 
The streets of rgetown are cov- 
er with heaps of ashes resembling 
snow drifts, and ashes rest so heavily 
on the roofs that in several cases they 
have caused them to fall in. There 
soon will be 5000 destitute persons in 
need of assistance from the govern- 
ment, which is already doing every- 
thing possible to relieve the sufferers. 
There are a hundred injured people in 
the hospital at Georgetown, gangs of 
men are searching for the dead, or 
rapidly burying them in trenches, and 
all that can be done under the cir- 
cumstances is being accomplished. 
The British cruiser Indefatigable 
brought twenty-five tons of supplies 
here, and returned to the . of 
Trinidad for more. 

The Governor of the Windward 
Islands, Sir Robert Llewellyn, is here, 
supervising the work of the authori- 


ties. 

While the outbreak of the volcano 
on the island of Martinique killed more 
people outright, more territory has 
been ruined in St. Vincent; hence there 
is greater destitution here. 

HORRIBLY BURNED. 

The injured persons were horribly 
burned by the hot grit, which was 
driven along with tremendous velocity. 
Twenty-six persons, who sought refuge 
in a room ten feet by twelve, were 
all killed. One person was 
with a huge stone nine miles from the 
crater. 
Rough coffins are being made to re- 
ceive the remains of the victims. The 
hospital here is filled with dying peo- 
ple. Fifty injured persons are lying 
on the floor of that building, as there 
are no beds for their accommodation, 
though cots are being rapidly con- 
structed of boards. This and similar 
work hag been in progress since im- 
mediately after the disaster. Two 
days elapsed, however, before there 
were any burials, as the negroes re- 
fused to dig the necessary trenches, 
though they were offered three times 
the usual wages by the local author- 
ities. The nurses employed are in- 
competent, but they are willing to 
learn, and are working hard. The 
negroes are indifferent to all that is 
transpiring, and to what has taken 
piace. They expect to receive govern- 
ment rations, but there have been in- 
Stances where they have refused to 
bury their own relatives. 

SEA'S ENCROACHMENT. 
It is estimated that the sea has en- 
croached from ten feet to two miles 
along the coast near Georgetown, and 
that a section on the north of the isl- 
and has dropped into the sea. This 
is apparently verified by the report of 
the French cable ship Pouyer Quer- 
tler, that soundings now show seven 
fathoms where before the outbreak 
there were thirty-six fathoms of 
water.

HOSPITALS OVERCROWDED. 
As the colonial hospital here was 
found inadequate to accommodate the 
sufferers, large army tents have been 
erected for the use of the patients, who 
are being constantly b here 
from other towns on the isiand, but 
even these annex hospitals are over- 
crowded. The local doctors have been 
reinforced by a doctor who arrived 
here from the island of Grenada, one 
of the British Windward Islands. He 
brought with him a number of pack- 
ages of medical supplies, which were 
extremely useful. 
arrival here of the first detach- 
ment of the ambulance corps, which 
brought sufferers from Georgetown, 
caused quite a sensation. This batch 
consisted of a hundred persons, whose 
charred bodies exhaled fetid odors, 
and whose loathsome features made 
even the hospital attendants shudder. 
It is doubtful whether the 
whole rty will recover. 
The death rate among the 
the hospitals is still very 
spite of the best medical efforts made 
in their behalf. All the neighboring 
British colonies are evincing sympathy 
with the sufferers here. ubscription 
lists have been started, and food and 
clothing are being forwarded to St.

LATEST ERUPTION. 

The report that the voleanic lake 
which occupied the top of the moun- 
tain has disappeared, appears to be 
confirmed. A sea of lava, emitting 
sulphurous fumes, now apparently oc- 
cuples its place, and several new 
craters have been formed. The last 
time the volcano showed activity, 
Tuesday last, the craters, old and 
new, and numerous fissures in the 
mountain sides, discharged hot vapor: 
deep subterranean murmurings were 
heard, the ground trembled at times, 
and from the center of the volcano 
huge volumes of steam rose, and a 
dense, cymm smoke, mingling 
with the steam tesued from a new and 
active crater, forming an immense pall 
over the north hills, lowering into the 
valleys, and then rising and spread- 
ing until it enveloped the whole island 
in a peculiar gray mist. 

VOLCANIC CONNECTION, 
Simultaneous action upon the part 
of the volcanoes of Martinique and 
Domincia and elsewhere seem to de- 
note a voleanic connection between 
these Islands, and appears to verify 
the assumption of the volcanic origin 
of the mountain chains running parallel 
with the Soufriere in the Windward 
districts. 

As this dispatch is sent it is exces- 
sively hot here, and the northern hills 
retain their foggy appearance. 
The sulphuric vapors which still 
exhale all over the island are incrvas- 
ing the sickness and mortality among 
the surviving inhabitants ana are 
causing suffering among the new ar- 
rivals. The hospital staffs are giving 
way to overwork, and are with difmfi- 
culty bearing up. 

TERRIBLE STENCH. 
The stench in the aMicted districts is 
terrible beyond description. Nearly all 
the huts left standing are filled with 
dead bodies. In some cases disinfec- 
tants and the usual means of dirposing 
of the dead are useless, and cremation 
has been resorted to. When it is pos- 
sible the bodies are dragged with ropes 
to the trenches and are there hastily 
covered up, quicklime being used when 
available. Many of the dead bodies 
were so covered with dust that they 
were not discovered until walked upon 
by the visitors or relieving officers or 
their assistants. The scenes witnessed 
were unprecedented in the history of 
this colony. 
DANGER NOT YET OVER.

HAVANA. May 16.-—-[By West In- 
dian Cable.) The fetes which will 
mark the inauguration of the new 
Cuban republic opened tonight with 
a banquet in the Tacon Theater to 
Gov.-Gen. Wood, and his staff, and 
will be tendered by the veterans of 
the two wars for Cuba Libre. 

Gen. Wood will give a reception at 
the palace Saturday. 

Sunday commemorative services will 
be held in the churches on the anni- 
versary of the death of the patriot 
José Marti, and in the afternoon a big 
public dinner will -be given on the 
Prado. 

The inauguration ceremonies will be 
held in the palace at noon Tuesday. 
They will not be public, and will be 
brief and formal. . 

Then will follow the spectacle. Six 

hundred dismounted American troops 
will salute the American flag as it is 
lowered, and the Cuban flag as it is 
hoisted to the booming of artillery 
and the crash of Cuban bands, sta- 
tioned in the plaza at Morro Castle 
and on the Malocon. 
„Gen. Wood, his staff and the cav- 
alry will then be escorted by bands 
and a procession to the harbor, where 
they will immediately embark. 

Great triumphal arches are being 
erected on corners and in plazas and 
parks.

HE CODE COMMISSION BUNGLE. 
To an Askelon “gernalist’—to 
wit, the editor of the Askelon Ga- 
loot—belongs the distinction of hav- 
ing made a unique suggestion, in an 
attempt to excuse the bungling work 
of Gov. Gage’s Code Commission. 
The suggestion of the Askelon “ger- 
malist” is in effect that, inasmuch as 
the Code Commission's expensive and 
abortive attempt to codify the laws of 
civil procedure was not in accord 
with the provision of the State Con- 
stitution, the latter ought to be re- 
vised so as to conform to the work of 
the Code Commission bunglers 
Hub! . “The fact that the Su- 
preme Court knocked out the codes,” 
observes his saplent statesman-“ger- 
palist” of Askelon, is not a reflection 
on the Governor or his very capable 
commission, but another evidence that 
our State Constitution ought to be 
revised and simplified so that legisia- 
tion could be done with some degree 
of certainty.” 
The originality of this proposition 
is simply stunning. and quite worthy 


‘ot the large brain which conceived it. 


Hereafter, if this dictum is to be fol- 
lowed—of which there is at this writ- 
ing a reasonable doubt—it will only 
be necessary, when a law is enacted 
which is contrary to the Constitution, 
to revise the Constitution in such man- 
ner as to make the invalid law valid. 
Anybody can see how easy this 
would be. We should then have no 
more trouble with. unconstitutional 
legislation. All sorts of legislation 
could be “done” with neatness and 
dispatch, and with a breezy, unfettered 
@isregard of the Constitution. Under 
the Askelon scheme we should simply 
make the Constitution to fit the 
statutes instead of making the statutes 
fit the Constitution. Nothing could 
be simpler. The idea is so brilliant 
that it actually coruscates. 

Uu must be that “Johnnie” Wray has 
been strolling about in the confines 
of Askelon—and eke of Gath—distrib- 
uting ideas and things out of the 


barrel“ of which he is the putative 
custodian. 


The attempt to justify Gov. Gage 
and his Code Commission is, in the 
opinion of every one, far-fetched and 
fil-advised. Such weak attempts in 
this direction as that of the Askelon 
“gernalist’ only make matters worse. 


It is a case where silence is golden.“ 


The action of the Supreme Court in 
turning down the work of Gov. Gage s 
Code Commission is the best possible 
proof of the incompetency of that 
commission. No amount of palaver 
can gloss over, explain, or palliate 
the fact that the work was not prop- 
erly performed; that those who per- 
formed it ignored the plain and sim- 
ple requirements of the State Con- 
stitution; that it was a bad piece of 
bungling, from beginning to end. 
The effort to relieve Gov. Gage from 
all reeponsibility in this matter will 
be futile. Aside from his responsibil- 
ity for the appointment of incom- 
petents upon the commission, he as- 
sumed full responsibility for the work 
of that commission when he approved 


individuals to addresses in 


the act which was declared invalid 
by the Supreme Court. The Govern- 


ively by saying nothing about it. 


T'HE WORK OF GHOULS. 

Reports from St. Pierre, island of 
Martinique, and from other portions 
of the territory recently devastated 
by volcanic erruptions, tell of the 
work of pillagers, who slink among 
the wreckage of ruined homes, rob- 
bing the dead, breaking open safes, 
despoiling houses which were only par- 
tially destroyed, and seeking in every 
possible way to turn the terrible cal- 
amity to their own advantage in the 
way of some petty, ill-gotten gains. 

It seems almost incredible that 
such things can be. One would sup- 
pose that, in the face of so stupendous 
a disaster, even these human ghouls 
would shrink from the work of pil- 
lage. But it seems that the ruling 
passion is strong in them, even in the 
presence of wholesale devastation and 
death. 

The operations of these fiendish 
pillagers is hampering the work of 
those who are proceeding, under great 
difficulties, with the interment of the 
bodies of the thousands who perished 
in this greatest calamity of modern 
times. A dispatch from Fort de 
France states that fifty of these 
ghouls have been arrested and im- 
prisoned there, and that “the popu- 
lation wanted to lynch them. If ever 
lynching can be justifiable it would 
seem to be so in this case. Men who 
will commit so outrageous an offense 
against decency and against humanity 
are not fit to live in civilized com- 
munities. 

Severe measures have been taken to 
stop the operation of pillagers. One 
dispatch states that the troops de- 
tailed to guard the ruins of St. Pierre 
have been given orders to fire upon 
persons detected in pillaging. This 
measure is none too severe. If en- 
forced literally it will probably stop 
the work of the ghouls effectively. A 
milder measure would doubtless fail 


to do so. 
Aggravated cases demand severe 
remedies. The pillaging at St. 


Pierre is certainly an aggravated ex- 
ample of unmitigated depravity. 


WATER AND OIL. 

We referred a few days ago to a 
recommendation in the grand jury re- 
port that a fire marshal should be 
appointed by the City Council to watch 
for infractions of the rules provided 
to lessen the chances of a dangerous 
conflagration. This is not the only 
kind of a marshal that we need to 
enforce the old saying that “preven- 
tion is better than cure.” It has been 
shown that there is a shameful and 
altogether unnecessary waste of water 
in Los Angeles. Probably at least 
as much water is wasted as is used. 
The consequence is that something 
like a water famine is threatened dur. 
ing the coming summer unless a 
check is put upon this extravagance. 
Until we can have water meters in- 
troduced it would be a good plan to 
appoint a number of inspectors, whose 
duty it should be to search out and 
report people who permit a waste of 
water on their premises. The cost of 
this innovation could be covered by 
fines, levied upon the transgressors. 

While on this subject, it may be 
asked why the City Council does not 
make use of ol] to lay the dust in some 
of the outlying sections of the city 
that are now sprinkled with water. 
The use of oil on the country roads of 
Southern California has proved a 
great success. Oil is plentiful and 
cheap, while water is scarce and dear. 
Moreover, such an extensive use of oil 
would prove of benefit to an impor- 
tant local industry. The idea is ecer- 
tainly worthy of consideration. N

ELLS ON THE DESERT. 

One of the chief difficulties in the 
way of developing the great mineral 
wealth of the Southwest is the lack 
of a good water supply. In many sec- 
tions prospecting on the desert dur- 
ing the summer months is attended 
with some danger, not from the great 
heat, which can be borne, owing to 
the dryness of the atmosphere, but 
through the possibility of running out 
of water where there ts no available 
supply within reach, or where the lo- 
cation of that supply is not known to 
the wayfarer.

In a communication in the 
Mining Review, George W. Parsons 
of this city, who recently returned 
from «a trip of several 
months through the desert mining 
country between here and Salt Lake, 
in company with Prof. W. I. Watts, 
suggests that the Supervisors of the 
counties of San Bernardino and Inyo, 
in California, and of Lincoln and Nye 
in Southern Nevada, should counsel 
together for the purpose of talking 
steps for the purpose of preserving the 
purity of present wells and water on 
the desert, and possibly to sink addi- 
tional wells at central points, so that 
desert mining may be encouraged. 
The suggestion is a good one. Why 
cannot the Supervisors of these 
counties make an arrangement to meet 
in Los Angeles, and talk the matter 


over?

Doomed to Hell. 


Westminster Creed is 
Made More Definite. 


Pope of Rome not Termed 
Anti-Christ by Revision 
Committee. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, May 16.—-I[ Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] The doctrines of election 
and infant salvation which were good 
enough for the Presbyterian fathers, 
satisfy their children. Non-elect infants 
did not die in the seventeenth century; 
if they had a great deal of trouble 
would have been spared theologians 
and makers and executors of civil and 
criminal laws for 250 years. Presby- 
terlans have never been fatalists on 
one hand, nor believers in the proverb 
that the way to the place for departed 
spirits was paved with anything else 
than good intentions. All children dying 
before moral responsibility is reached 
are saved. That is to be the twentieth- 
century message. 

Footnotes are to be added to the 
Confession of Faith in language so 
simple that any wayfaring men, 
Presbyterian, Episcopalien, Unitarian 
or unbeliever may read as he runs, the 
positive statement the 
Presbyterian doctrines of election and 
infant salvation. The Westminster di- 
vines and the Revision Committee that 
reported today are not at variance. 
There is one note and not two in the 
symbols of 1650 and 1902. 

Disturbing doctrines in the Westmin- 
ster creed which have called forth the 
revision movements of recent years are 


not to be changed if the report to the 


General Assembly today is adopted. 
Two of three sections are to be soft- 
ened somewhat. The Pope of Rome, for 
instance, will not be termed anti- 
Christ, but instead his claim to be 
Vicar of Christ. and head of the 
church, will be declared to be “unscrip- 
tural, without warrant, and fact, and 
usurpation dishonoring to Lord Jesus 
Christ. The term is changed some- 
what. but the meaning does not vary 
greatly. 

The same is true in regard to the 
section dealing with works done by un- 
regenerate men. They are no longer 
called displeasing to God, but it is af- 
firmed of them that they come short of 
what God requires, and do not make 
any man meet to receive the grace of 
God. But the doctrine of election, the 
statement that God ordains whatsoever 
comes to pags, ie not to be softened, 
but Instead a footnote will declare that 
the high doctrine of the decrees of the 
Almighty is held in harmony with the 
other doctrines; that God loves all 
mankind; that He sent his Son to save 
the world, and that He is ready to be- 
stow His saving grace on all who seek 
it. If men are lost it is not due to the 
desire of the Almighty, but responsibil- 
ity for their loss rests wholly upon 
themselves. 


So important is the footnote regard- 


ing the section containing the elect 
infant clause, that it is reproduced 
herewith: 


“Chapter X. section 11. Ie not to be 


regarded as teaching that any who die 
in infancy are lost. We believe that 
all who die in infancy are included in 
the election of grace, and are regen- 
erated and saved by Christ through the 
Spirit who works when and where and 
how He pleaseth.” 
ABBEMBLY PROCEEDINGS.

NEW YORK, May 16.—The second 
day's session cf the Presbyterian Gen- 
eral Assembly began at 9 o'clock at 
the Fifth-avenue Church, the new mod- 
erator, the Rev. Dr. Henry Van Dyke. 
presiding. The morning session was 
consumed in the presentation of re- 
ports of special committees, among 
them being that of the special commit- 
tee on the revision of the Confession of 
Faith. This report covers two divisions, 
the work assigned to the committee 
having been so outlined by the last 
assembly. In the first place, the com- 
mittee saye it was to prepare “a brief 
statement of the reformed faith, to be 
submitted to the assembly, “for such 
disposition as may be judged to be 
wise. The other part of the work was 
the pr tion and submiewon to this 
assembly of certain revisions cf the 
Confession of Faith, in certain speci- 
fied parts of it, and concerning certain 
specified subjects, by the method of 
textual modification or by declaratory 
statement, or of additional statements, 
undoubtedly with a view to their sub- 
sequent adoption by the Presbyterians 
and by the general assembly. 

Additional statements are recom- 
mended concerning the love of God 
for all men, missions and Holy Spirit. 
in the form of new chapters, to be 
added to the confession. Also certain 
textual modifications. 

John De Witt signed the report, but 
stated that he thought it unwise to 
erect to a church doctrine our bellef 
that all who die in infancy are saved. 

At the conclusion of the reading of 
the report on creed revision there was 
a wave of applause, but it was noticed 
that many of the commissioners re- 
mained silent. 

On motion of Dr. Minton the disacus- 
sion of the report was set for next 
Thursday at 10 a.m. 

The reports on ministerial relief and 
the Assembly Herald were read and 
adopted. 

According to the forty-seventh an- 
nual report of the board of relief ter 
disabled ministers and the widows and 
orphans of deceased ministers, there 
were upon the roll for the year ended 
March 31, 1902, 906 names. The amount 
paid to honorably-retired ministers 
the last year was $43,075. During the 
year there were 151 ministers on this 
roll, and their average was 78.5 yeas. 


The board reviews its recommes i:- 
tion of last year that it be mitted 
to close the Westminster ome at

The chief city on the eastern side 
was Salamis, but no account is given 
of their work there, except that ed 
used the Jewish synagogues to preac 
in. Right here we are told that they

after his release from prison. He had 
come to Antioch with his uncle Barna- 
bas when he and Saul returned from 
taking the purse of moriey sent from 
Antioch to the saints, and he had 
Started with them on this tour, not 
called by the Spirit nor set apart by 
the church, but by a private agree- 
ment with them he was going along to 
assist them in external matters. They 
are soon at the other extreme of the 
island, one hundred miles in the city 
of Phaphos. “Phaphos was the seat 
of the worship of Venus, the goddess 
of love, who was said to have been 
born of the foam of the sea, at this 
very spot; and her worship was car- 
ried on with the wildest licentiousness. 
It was a picture in miniature of 
Greece sunk in moral decay.“ 

The Emperor of Rome had two kinds 
of provinces, one kind under his direct 
care, the other kind under the care of 
the Senate. The Governor of the for- 
mer called propraetor, and of the 
latter, proconsul. Luke calls this 
Governor a proconsul, and it was for 
a long time thought Luke had made a 
mistake as this was an im al and 
not a Senatorial province; but from 
the writings of Dio Cassius it has been 
learned that the Emperor had traded 
this to the Senate for another a while 
before this time, and that therefore 
the writer of Acts is correct. 

This Jewish necromancer was an ab- 
horrent sight to Paul. It was an age 
of doubt ption; therefore 
minds were open to all kinds of — * 
tion. From the mystical East sooth- 
sayers came, and the high officials con- 
sulted them. Fortune tellers were 
everywhere. A sharp Jew knew how 
to take a turn at it. His e was 
Bar-Jesus, son of Jesus or Joshua. His 
claim was that he was a the 
Arabic of which was Elymas, and prob- 
ably the rascal claimed to have 
brought the mystical lore of 


Arabia, pretending aF iso to speak ase 
a pro of Jehovah. This Roman of- 
ficer gius Paulus, was of the high- 
est tyne, an intelligent, inquiring man, 
The prospect of learning the deep 
truths of life had attracted him to 
huymas and still further attracted him 
to Saul and Barnabas, By some trick, 
of power, by browbeating 
a blusterng, he sought to oppose the 
preachers and save his victim, the 

oconsul, for still further profit to 

imself. Paul's heroic treatment was 
a merciful punishment to him, and 
at the same time a complete demon- 
stration to the confused inquirer. Ser- 
gius Paulus was under the Holy Spirit's 
direction. It was not in anger nor vin- 
dictiveness. Bt it was terrible, made 
more terrible by the judicial look 
which penetrated to the man's inner 
spirit and made him tremble. His 
words of accurate description be +3 
bare the man's blackness to himee'f. 
Full of all deception in pursuing such 
a calling; full of all knavery in char- 
acter; so under the influence of the devil 
that his deeds the product and 
Als character the offspring of satanic 
influence; an enemy to everything 
rehteous; trying to turn aside God's 
purposes from their goal in the sal- 
vation of the proconsul. The punish- 
ment, blindness by the hand of . 
There was mercy in it; only “for 
a season implying that if he ceases 
to withstand God's way his sight will 
be restored; and also implying that he, 
too, might be saved. is was done 
for the proconsul's sake too, for there 
was no means for him to know whose 
claim was true, Saul’s or the sorcer- 
ers, till some such test was made. It 
is to his credit that he at once believed 
and that he was impressed with the 
teachings of God. He saw that Saul 
teaching was authoritative and his 
ways right. 

Here Luke tells us that Saul was 
called Paul; instead of the Hebrew he 
wlll have the Greek form of it from 
this time. 

He is on his new mission: he has ex- 
erted the new power for the first time: 
he has won his first triumph in his 
new work; he is to work among the 
Gentiles, let him have the Gentile form 
of his own name. Whether he assumed 
it himeelf or the disciples gave it, or 
the servants of the proconsul zt 
called him Paul, or the proconsul 
asked him that they both have one 
name, we can never know. It pleased 
God that henceforth he should be 
“Paul the Apostie to the Gentiles.” 

Across to the mainiand of Asia again, 
there to lose the young man who ran 
before he was called or set apart. John 
was tired long ways from his mother 
at Jerusalem—homesick; the road be- 
fore them full of rivers and robbers— 
he was timid.

“FATHER” CLARK ABROAD. 


HE WRITES ABOUT MARKET- 
DAY IN BULGARIA. 


BY FRANCIS EB. CLARK, D.D. 
[Specially Contributed to The Times.) 


It was my good furtune to be in 
Sofia, the capital of Bulgaria, on a 
market day; and if there is a more pic- 
turesque and interesting spot on the 
face of the earth or a better place to 
study variegated humanity, I have yet 
to see it... 

Every day there is a market in the 
large square in front of the old 
mosque, but Friday is preéminentiy 
the market day of Sofia. 

The surroundings add a piquant in- 
terest to a scene which even on the der- 
ert of Sahara would be interesting. 

For the most part Sofia is a freshly- 
bullt city, with wide streets, good 
blocks of stores, parks, and modern 
improvements; for it has doubled in 
population since the were ex- 
pelled and Bulgaria went into busi- 
ness on own account. The city 
even boasts a „ where Prince 
Ferdinand holds his court, a tramway, 
and electric lights. But in the very 
heart of the city is this piece of 
medievalism, a Turkish mosque, with 
its curious domes and its towering 
white minaret, straight and tall and 
— * in size from the bottom to 

e top. 

There are but few Turks left in the 
city, and each one who is here is de- 
cidedly persona non grata. This one 
alone of all the many old mosques is 
still used. To the ony of the spark- 
ling white minaret comes the muezsin 
five times a day to call the few faith- 
ful Moslems to prayer. Over the curi- 
ous doorway is the familiar inscription, 
“God is one God, and Mohammed is 
His prophet; and as we stand look- 
ing at thig ancient temple we are 
transported half a century into the 
past; we see the Turks following the 
victorious horsetails, which, stream- 
ing from their banners, led the way to 
bloody conquest. 

THE VILLAGE PEASANTS. 


But now all is changed. The mosque 
is almost deserted; the Moslem horse- 
tails no longer lead to victory, and the 
old mosque is surrounded by a pic- 
turesque throng of “infidels,” as the 
Turk would call which would 
puzzle a painter in either words or oils

men and women have 
come from half a dosen districts, and 
from five times as many villages, per- 
haps, and each district, and, so far as 
I know, every village, has its own dis- 
tinctive costume. 

The women, of course, have the gay- 
est plumage of all. Some of the cos- 
tumes are really artistic and beautiful. 
A close-fitting embroidered white petti- 
coat about their feet is often worn; 
over this a black skirt, also elabor- 
ately embroidered with white or blue 
braid, a red apron cov with orna- 
mental braid or stitching, a white bod. 
ice, and over all a sheepskin jacket 
with the woolly side in. 

Around the neck is often a necklace, 
which is pretty, however c q 
times these necklaces are e of old 
coins, silver or copper, rubbed up un- 
til they shine like gold. A heavy sil- 
ver belt also encircles their waists. The 
maidens from some villages braid their 
hair in a dosen little tails, and into 
the thin strands they twine biue beads 
or silver coins, while on their wrists 
they wear bangles of glass or coin. 

Best of all, they look neat and clean, 
a distinction of which the eastern peas- 
ant can very rarely boast. 

HOW THE MEN DRESS. 

The costumes of the men are scarcely 
less picturesque than those of the 
women. Here is a fine-looking Bul- 
garian in spotless white trousers, 
which are held in their place by a 
wide sash of red silk striped with 
white. Over his white shirt he wears 
a short-sleeved ket of blue, most 
elaborately em dered down the 
front and on the sleeves. 

This Bulgarian village dandy is very 
likely jostied by a peasant fresh from 
the field, clad in greasy sheepskin from 
head to foot, sheepskin leggings, sheep- 


skin coat, sheepskin moccasins and 
sheepskin ca e feel confident that 
if he ope his mouth he would 
“ba-a-a.” 


perhaps, is a man edonia, 
clad in homespun brown of a cut pe- 
cullar to his village. The braid on the 
sleeves and the red sash set it off 
finely, and, as, talland stately, he stalks 
up and down through the crowds, you 
feel that, though a peasant, he is every 
inch a man. 

Mixing with this throng on equal 
terme are many gy swarthy 
creatures as dark as mulattoes, with 
black, plercing eyes, which are used 
to good advantage in telling fortunes, 
when they seem to look into the in- 
most souls of their patrons, and read 
the secrets of the future. 

A MODERN BABEL. 

What a babel of sounds goes up from 
this old market-place as the thousands 
of buyers and sellers swing back and 
forth, bargaining, chaffing, haggling 
and at last, after infinite confabulation, 
striking a bargain. Here is a man 
holding a small, but vociferously- 
squealing pig by the hind legs. His 
next neighbor has a brace of squawk- 
ing hens in each hand, while next to 
him comes a goose-girl hugging an old 
gander in her arms, as if it were her 
dearest friend. 

Another huckster has a little pile of 
anise seed and a few other dried gar- 
den herbs for hie stock in trade, while 
still another sells nothing but squash or 
pumpkin seeds, which are a favorite 
article of diet. 

But peppers and onions seem to be 
by far the favorite viands, and great 
piles of both of these pungent vege- 
tables speedily melt away before the 
surging crowds of customers. 

In other parts of this outdoor mar- 
ket hay and grain, sheep and cattle, 
are sold, and large loads are brought 
to town, drawn by patient white oxen 
or by low-browed, villainous-looking 
water buffaloes, which, however, are 
not so vicious „ they look, but very 
valuable and highiy-prized animals, 
both for their strength and for their 
milk. 

In still other parts of the market 
cloth and shoes, bread and sweetmeats, 
fruit and nicknacks are sold; in fact, 
almost everything that can be worn 
or eaten or put in the larder at home. 

A SUGGESTION FOR AMERICA. 

A perfect human kaleidoscope is this 
market scene in Sofia, which is worth 
going a good many miles to see, and it 
is the distinctive village costumes that 
make it so rare a sight. 

How would it do to introduce dis- 
tinctive costumes for each American 
State, to add to the gayety of the na- 
tion? Instead of being clad in uniform 
black and white, so that a gentteman 
from Chicago is indistinguishable from 
a man from Boston, why should there 
not be a Massachusetts costume and 
an Illinois garb: a California fashion 
and a Connecticut cut? Instead of 
all our fair ladies aping Paris fash- 
ions, why should they not have some- 
thing distinctive of the State in which 
thev are so proud to live? Then a 
Buckeye dame could always be dis- 
tinguished from a Badger belle, and 
a Granite State damsel would never 
be mistaken for a native “daughter of 
the Golden West.” 

Every person then would introduce 
himself, saying. in effect, by the clothes 


he wore, “I'm Gotham.” “I'm 
from the City of ornare | Love,” or 
“I'm from the Crescent ty on the
